Tho ruin it^nlf wius an as- 
aembly of largo Hiiimtn hnams msting 
on wheels in sizo pi-oportiouod to the 
weight of tlio stnintum, and all rivot- 
od togothcr with iron. Tlio feltoos of 
tho wluHda wnrn tltrnn foot thick 
anil strniir^thniinil willi iron plates. 
From each of the four aiigela of 
tbo tower a largo pillar of wood wn.s 
carried up to a height ot ISO feet, nnd 
thnso pillars wnrn iinlitind toward ono 
niiollmr. 'l lm tnwni- had throe stories, 
communicating by two htair-cnsoa oacli.

In front of oach story there woro loop- 
holos, seroonod by leather curtnlim, to 
keep out darts, urrnvvs nin. I'^mti 
atory was iinu ich il with miinlilnnH for 
throwing largo slonns and durta; and 
in the lower story was tho nun itself, 
thirty tathoms long, nnd fashioned at 
the end into an iron lirak, m- prow. 
The entire machine wan inovnd for- 
ward by 8,600 soldtum.

Iioard weiit Ui (lliio to ^et 
u < iinipeteiit and lliiinnijihly ipiali- 
tiod suiHiriiitcndont and failed to em- 
ploy leia capable applloaala who 
lived ia Uopklttivllie. Tba board Is 
at proetnt oompoaadiof J. I. Landes, 
J.'U Boaeell, O. . 8. Bi^wn, K. M. 
Flack, W. L. Mourte, J. P. Brad en 
and Mat Oaithar. Tliiiy ac* aavenof 
our best and moit raputable olUaans, 
who have the good of the toboolt 
thoroughly at heart Tbey know 
the importance of keeping the schools 
up to their present standard of rxcel- 
lencd aud when the right kind of lo- 
cal taleut has not been available tlicy 
have in past years cIiom m a few from 
other counties ami one (ir two from 
other Htale.s In llie pre.sent iiifitaiu t; 
they have selected two iion-ivitideiil 
teachers. Uueoftbon, Mi^'l llusi: 
It a profottlonal teacher. She has 
gr^natad flroffl a literary eoUege and 
lipm a normal tcbool aud bat bad 
aaTaral yeara ezparianee. Uar lesti- 
monlalt are of tba very beat chart e - 
tor aud It «aa hardly ba dvnbtad that 
Ihe beat Intareatt of Ihe aeboola have 
boon lubterveil by bar eleetloo. Tho 
other young lady, Mtu Bradley, It 
from an adjoining county. She is a 
daughter of a former circuit judge of 
this district, Is well educated, cora- 
puteut aud experienced. S*ie also 
comes highly recommended as a 
»pleu(liil tcaelicr. The llopklusville 
public bchoiiln should not be made a 
Iraiiiiiig k. IkiliI for young and inex- 
perienced teachers. None but llio 
bcrtt and moat competeut teachers, 
w ith practical school-room experionce 
if they have not graduated from nor- 
mal tcbools, ihonid be employed.

Teaching 
nowadaya It a profession and there 
are aoboolt for educating professional 
iaaohert, but we cannot recall an in- 
atanoe where any llopkinsville girl 
hat attended one of these schools. 1 n 
competing with graduates of normal 
schools our home girls are ucces»- 
rily placed at a disadvantage, but 
nearly all of the present teachers 
wereohotan when without cxpcri 
ence, heonuae they were young ltdlet 
who Uvad bere aadnaededtbe plaoea. 
The board thought it beet nOt to em- 
ploy any more inaxpariaaaad teach- 
ers, becauta tnoh action la not attend- 
ed with the best rctnllt. Business 
men often have to go to other cities 
to secure the help they need, although 
they may be over-ma wUb local tp- 
pllcatious. There arc many in- 
stances of the kind here in our niidst 
and in some caaen those who are 
criticising the school linarJ niii-t 
severely aro themselves examples of 
imparted talent. It Is well euongh 
to take thingt coolly, eipeclaliy iu- 
inid-tonmar,aRd fleet aatiafy our- 
solvei thai we are right before we go 
ahead.

"No; I would 
sly that it'waa tho beat thing that 
i|or wroto, kut I remember th^t I 
waa protty prouil of it at the tlm« itnd 
wa^ dociilcdiy 'dlsappidiiti'il when It 
dlda't:oomo out the next day. 1 1 didn't 
knoar uttit you tm Ino t^at .Aa atory 
hadjaSS- rtaehed tliM pkM off Ibe noun- 
try. Hut you Iwiven't cot It just rlfht; 
it wasn't the fureinan at all; It wa.t a 
fool of a cuuiputtitor who ruined tho 
itorty. Poor devtli . I suppose ho is 
dead now, and It dooaa't much matter 
what we say about his stupidity Hut 
ho was certainly an awful fool. 

Jfou have one part of it rl;rht.'' eon- 
tiuuod the hiiiunrist. "!', happened 
when I was a reporter on the Virjjiniii 
City KnU'i'prliio. 1 was aasii.-nod to ro-
